AT&T Gets Portable Phone Red-Light 
After 12 years of procrastination, the FUC gave the go-ahead 


for revolutionary (except to hams) mobile phone service. Barring legal 
challenges, AT&T will apply within the year to provide the new "cellular" 
radio communications service in several major metropolitan areas. Cellular 
technology provides expanded and near interference-free mobile phone service 
by dividing a city into tiny districts or "cells", each served by its own 
transmitter, Computers switch a caller from one frequency to another as the 
caller moves from cell to cell. Hence, the same frequency can be used 
simultaneously by many callers as long as they're in separate cells. Looks 
like “Dick Tracy" has finally come alive!

Legislative Information

An amateur station power limit of 2000 watts PEP input to the 
final ampliffer when using SSB (A3) is proposed in the "Plain language" 
rules (AR Rule 31 - present rule 97.67). Also proposed plain language 
rule 97.310 provides that FCC would measure power output with a radio 
frequency power meter in your antenna transmission line and multiply that 
measurement by 1.25 to determine the peak envelope power (PEP) input 
(1600 watts output). 

As a flag is to a flagpole, so ar: antenna is to a tower. An Essex 
county New Jersey amateur has won a court battle over his antenna and tower 
in which one of the points in the judge's favorable ruling was the flag 
comparison. The case was a 65 foot tower with an antenna on top, One of the 
rulings the judge made was that the antenna is to a tower as a flag is to a 
flagpole, i.e., not in any sense a structural part. “A flag can be replaced 
without affecting the flag pole and the antenna can be changed without 
affecting the tower structure." This declared in Superior Court of 
New Jersey.

ARRL BULLETINS OF NOTE 


The FCC'S Field Operations Bureau reported March 5 that it has fined 

Donald L. Rhoads, of San Francisco, $759 for "deliberately interfering with the 
operation of an amateur radio twoemeter repeater station located on nearby 
Grizzly Peak." The Commission charged that “Rhoads, whose station was 
unlicensed, falsely identified it by using a call sign belonging to a 
licensed amateur radio operator, transmitted obscene, indecent, and profane 
language, as well as music and party records, which jammed the repeater and pree 
‘vented its use by authorized amateur radio operators." 
(Ed. Note: Great! Now how about KB6TG, WORTN, et al.??) 

~The FCC March released an “order" dismissing a petition from 
Robert W. Stankus, of Easton, Conn., which had asked that the Commission 
prohibit amplitude modulation for voice commmications in the amateur radio 
service, 


The United States and the Gambia, Prefix C5, have agreed to permit 
the exchange of third party messages, but not phone patches, by their 
amateurs effective April 15, 1981. The messages must be of a technical or 
personal nature not important enough to justify transmission by the public 
telecommmications network. An exception permits the handling of messages 
related to the safety of life or property when an emergency has disrupted the 
public system. Please add the Gambia to the list of third party traffic 
agreements appearing on page 92 of April 1981 Qst. 

“" Senator Barry Goldwater, K7UGA, has introduced a bill, S 929, 
which would amend the communications act with respect to amateur radio and 
matters affecting private land mobile and fixed stations. The bill was co- 
sponsored by Senators Packwood and Cannon, Chairman and Ranking Minority 
Member respectively of the Commerce Committee and by Commmications Sub- 
committee members Schmidt, Pressler, Stevens, Hollings and Inouye. The 
amateur portions of the bill were suggested by ARRL. Similarly, we under= 
stand that the other items in the bill in general reflect the desires of 
land mobile and fixed station users in the private sector. Additional 
‘information will be available from ARRL HQ. A self-addressed envelope 
would be appreciated. 

River Vale, New Jersey, amateurs will celebrate the town's 75th 
anniversary from April 24 through June 24. A special commemorative QSL 
will be available forscontacts during this period. On June 2%, three 
stations will be active, operating 15 KHz up from the edge of each sub 
band, QSL to N2BU0.
